Storm Over Hore-Belisha. 

There was, general agreement the 
real reasons for the unexpected res- 
ignation Friday of the War Secre- 
tary who had extensively remod- 
eled the British army would be 
aired in Parliament, with a state- 
ment by Hore-Belisha and a reply 
by Chamberlain. 

With all its unanswered questions 
—about “prejudice,” intrigue and 
army caste—the resignation re- 
mained a political tempest. Some 
members of Parliament talked of 
fighting it out behind closed doors 
of a secret session. 

Most London newspapers were 
incensed over what they called the 
sacrifice of the man who fostered 
democracy in Great Britain’s army. 

The press association asserted 
the Government must give “a frank 
explanation” to “allay an unpleas- 
ant feeling that something unusual 
has happened in British politics.” 

Version of Final Interview. 

The association said that in a fi- 
mal interview between the Prime 
Minister and the dismissed War 
Secretary, Chamberlain offered 
Hore-Belisha the presidency of 
the Board of Trade “and could not 
understand why he declined.” 

Chamberlain, it said, praised 
Hore-Belisha and told him “he 
could have no word of criticism 
against him, but said ‘there is prej- 
udice.’” 

Hore-Belisha arranged for last 
good-bys today to the office he had 
filled since 1937.

Each housewife is registered with 
her merchant, and he has received 
supplies so she can buy four ounces 
of baton or ham, four ounces of 
butter and 12 ounces of sugar a 
week for each member of her fam- 
ily. For children under six, the 
allowance is half. , 

Restaurant diners do not need 
coupons for the rationed foods, but 
their servings are restricted to one- 
sixth of an ounce of butter and 
one-seventh of an ounce of sugar 
with each meal, plus another sev- 
enth of an ounce of sugar for each 
hot beverage. 

May Be Further Extended. 

Informed sources said rationing 
might be ultimately extended to in- 
clude Glothing and similar articles 
to conserve Yaw Materials. The 
conservation would be coupled with 
an effort to increase shipbuilding 
and shipping resources. 

The authoritative Press Associa- 
tion said the Government “may ask 
the country for still greater sacri- 
fices in the near future, including 
further rationing which may ulti- 
mately go beyond food and even in- 
clude some standardization of 
suits.” 3

The 
casket was covered with lilies and 
white chrysanthemums, on a foun- 
dation of green. 

Uniformed Boy Scouts, from dif- 
ferent city troops, stood in the side 
gisles as the congregation gathered. 
Two Scouts, standing at the heac of 
the casket, changed guard at inter- 
vais until the service began at 2 
o'clock. 

There was no formal seating of 

elegations, and the reprsenta- 
tives of the bench and bar, Wash- 
ington University, the city govern- 
ment and the school system, with 
smaller groups representing other 
spheres of Mr. Nagel's interest and 
influence, were placed in the order 
of their arrival. 

Service Without Formal Eulogy. 

The service, conducted by Bishop 
William Scarlett, followed the tra- 
dition of the Episcopal Church, and 
was without formal eulogy. In the 

ishop’s prayers, mention was made 

f “this great and good man, to 
whom we owe so much,” as one of 
those who “in their generation, are 
the light of the world.” 

The Cathedral clergy aided in the 
service, in the reading from Old 
and New Testaments—the Shepherd 
Psalm, the discourse of St. Paul on 
immortality. Bishop Scarlett, stand- 
ing at the head of the casket, began 
his recital with the verse, “Now 
the laborer's task is o’er.” Just 
before the benediction, he repeated 
lines recently brought to the world’s 
attention by their inclusion in King 
George’s Christmas address to the 
British people. 

The paragraph is: 

“I said to a man who stood at 
the gate of the year, ‘Give me light 
that I may tread safely into the 
nknown,’ and he replied, ‘Go out 


‘into the darkness and put your 


hand into the hand of God. That 
shall be to you better than light 
and safer than any known way.’” 

The active pallbearers were 
younger members of the law firm 
of Nagel & Kirby, and associates 
in practice. Cremation followed 
the service. Mr. Nagel, whose nine- 
tieth birthday was Aug. 9 last, died 
in his sleep Friday afternoon at 
his home, 19 Lenox place. He is 
urvived by his wife, son and three 
daughters. 

Courts Recess During Funeral. 

Federal and Cireuit courts were 
in recess during the funeral. Flags 
were at half staff on Washington 
University campus through the day.

P SCO. PAYS $56,000 
TO YON FRANCHISES 


Settlement Made for Period 
Ended March 18 When Mayor 
Contends Grants Expired. 


The Public Service Co. paid $56,- 
009.63 to the City of St. Louis today, 
in final settlement of payments due 
on the franchises under which the 
company operated its street car 
lines up to last March 18. The 


payment was for the period from 
Jan. 1, 1939, to March 18. 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, an- 
nouncing the payment, stated his 
belief that the Public Service Co. 
would accept the city’s contention 
that the franchises expired March 
18, and that it would operate here- 
after under permits, the terms for 
which are now under discussion be- 
tween the company’s representa- 
tives and the City Law Depart- 
ment. 

When an agreement is reached, 
on permit terms, it is to be retro- 
active to March 18, and the com- 
pany is to make periodical pay- 
ments for its permits, beginning as 
of that date, and continuing in fu- 
ture, 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man said the question of permit 
terms would be taken up with the 
company’s officers at a future meet- 
ing, the time for which has not 
been fixed. 

Full Amount of Claims. 
Today's payment,” Mayor Dick- 
mann said, “is for the full amount 
of claims due on franchises held 
by the old company to March 18. 
The city and the company have 
not fully agreed on the proposition 
that the franchis¢s expired March 
18, but both parties are in hopes 
that an amount to be paid in fu- 
ture, and retroactive to March 18, 
may be arrived at as a payment 
to the city under permits for use 
of the streets, to be issued by the 
Board of Public Service. 

“If an agreement can be reached, 
it is the understanding of the city 
that the Public Service Co. will be 
willing to acquiesce in the claim 
that the franchises did expire 
March 18, and to operate thereafter 
under permits. The payment made 
to the city today encourages the 
city very much in the belief that 
such an agreement will be reached.” 

The payment of the full $56,000 
claimed by the city on the fran- 
chises to March 18 followed nego- 
tiations in which, according to the 
Mayor, the company at one time 
sought to settle the city’s claim for 
about $22,000.

the hearing. 

Previously Shaw, acting as coun- 
sel for the board at the hearing. 
had objected to such testimony, and 
the board’s trial examiner had sus- 
tained the objection. Madden ad- 
vised Shaw, who later wrote that 
the board “had been on the spot,” 
to allow the testimony to go into 
the record. 

Davis Still NLRB Employe. 

— — read at length from the 
record of the hearing the testimony 
of company employes who said that 
Davis had urged them to swear it 
was a lockout. In response to ques- 
tions Toland then brought out that 
Davis was still an employe of the 
board.

AFL DEMANDS | 


Calls for Repudiation of All 
Reciprocal, Treaties That 
Have Not Been Ratified 
by the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).—A 
demand that reciprocal trade agree- 
ments with 21 foreign nations 
be scrapped was sent to Con- 


gress today by the American Fed- 


eration of Labor. 
The federation’s voice was added 
to the opposition to the administra- 


wage earners’ protective conference, 
AFL tariff group. It declared 
against continuing the President’s 
power to exchange tariff conces- 
sions with other countries. 

The fight over the trade agree- 
ment will be opened formally to- 
morrow when the House Ways and 
Means Committee begins hearings 
on a resolution to eqntinue the pro- 
gram for three years. The present 


authority expires June 12. 

The AFL group made three spe- 
cific demands: 

First, repudiation of all treaties 
which “have not, as the Constitu- 
tion specifically requires, been rati- 
fied by Ahe Senate.” Administra- 
tion supporters contend that the 
trade pacts, concluded through the 
State Department, are not formal 
treaties. 

Second, the AFL would levy a tax 
sufficient to make the delivéred 


the cost of American-made goods 
with which they compete. 

Third, it would enforce against 
foreign products the same “fair la- 
bor standards” now demanded of 
goods moving in interstate com- 
merce. These standards call for a 
minimum wage of 30 cents an hour 
and a maximum work week of 42 
hours. 

Several Western Democrats, such 
as Senator Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, 
are joining Republicans in demand- 
ing that the Senate ratify or reject 
the individual agreements. Pittman 
agreed with the AFL contention 
that pacts not ratified by the Sen- 
ate were unconstitutional. 

Spokesmen for the Democratic 
South, on the other hand, were ral- 
lying to the administration’s sup- 
port. Senator George of Georgia 
told reporters: “This act offers the 
only practical approach to a liberal 
trade policy, and increased produc- 
tion, employment and business 
depend upon such a policy.”

$1,300,000,000 Bill Is

urged Congress today to approve 
a $1,300,000,000 increase in the 
fleet because the international sit- 
wation “in conjunction with Far 
Eastern conditions, presents a 
threat of world conflagration.”

25 per cent increase in the fleet's 
size was needed “in view of the 
grave international situation.”

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Denmark, Norway, Sweden 
Say They Will Fight to 
Keep Anti-German Op- 
erations Off Their Soil. 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 8 (AP).— 


= |Sections of the Scandinavian press 


said today, in effect, that any at- 
tempt to convert Scandinavia from 
a channel of help for beleaguered 
Finland into a base for Allied oper- 
ations against Germany would mean 
a fight. 

This was the response of news- 
papers in Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden to German press declara- 
tions that Great Britain and France 
are using aid to Finland as an en- 
cuse to gain a Scandinavian foot- 
hold for an attack on Germany. 

The Berlin papers also had cau- 
tioned the northern neutrals against 
providing transport facilities for 
Allied war meterials consigned to 
Finland. Through Scandinavia 
passes the main line for shipment 
of war materials to Finland. 

Finland’s success in holding off 
the Russian invasion has heightened 
the anxiety of Scandinavians, be- 
cause with the lengthening of the 
conflict, pressure for outside aid has 
been increasing. German hostility 
toward Scandinavian participation 
in League of Nations collaboration 
on assistance to the Finns has 
added fresh fears. 

The Norwegian newspaper Aften- 
posten declared it “obvious that 
Sweden and Norway by no means 
intend to hand over bases to for- 
eign troops. Any attempts in this 
direction would be repulsed—if nec- 
essary, with arms.” 

The Swedish stand is that the 
desire to help the Finns necessi- 
tates strictest technical neutrality, 
because if Sweden were dragged 
into the continental conflict, it 
would have to concentrate entirely 
on its own defense—not Finland’s. 

The Copenhagen newspaper Poli- 
tiken, which often expresses the 
views of Danish Foreign Minister 
Peter Munch, asserted the only way 
a Western Power might get Scandi- 
navian military bases would be by 
“violence.” 

Politiken then added such vio- 
lence is not a likely choice for na- 
tions whose declared aim is to end 
violence and threats of violence 
and, on the other hand, “there are 
no reasonable grounds for believing 
Germany wants to drag Scandina- 
via into the war.” 

A Stockholm dispatch said a 
home-made bomb exploded today 
outside the office of the Swedish 
Communist newspaper Nye Dag, 
causing heavy property damage. 
Some Swedish quarters considered 
it the work of extremists among 
Finland’s sympathizers.

At a large table in the main din- 
ing room of the Missouri Athletic 
Club an argument is resumed 
every week-day noon that has been 
in progress for the last 33 years. 

The members of the “Wall Street 
Round Table” don’t care particu- 
larly what the subject is.

Neckties Required. 
Another part of the code decrees 
that no man shall show up without 
a necktie and that spinnefs of im- 
proper yarns are subject to fine, 
but perhaps the most interesting 
rule is that applying to millionaires. 


When a man becomes a millionaire, 
say the members firmly, he must 
buy all the others a new suit of 
clothes, 


This is one rule hat has not been 
put to the test. Sometimes the 
more fortunate members are ac- 
cused—half in fun and elf in 
earnest—of welshing. “There are 
a good many millionaires,” said 
Walter Petring (Petring Investment 
Co.) but none of them ever admits 
it.“ Petring is dean of the group, 
and, like Norwine, was one of the 
founders.

Jefferson City records showed 
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‘Asserts Pending | egislation 
Is Desirable but Too 

Much Should Not Be 
Expected From It. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion told the railroads today that 
they faced steadily increasing com- 
petition from other carriers. 

In its annual report to Congress, 
the I, C. C. said that “remedial 
legislation such as it is possible” 
to evolve from the pending omnibus 
transportation bill “is desirable and 
should produce good results.” It 
continued: 

“Too much shoud not, however, be 
expected from it. The most im- 
portant things it would do are 
these: (1) It would bring water 
carriers engaged in domestic trades 
within the commission's jurisdic- 
tion and subject them to much the 
same sort of regulation as now is 


provided for the railroads and mo- 
tor carriers, and (2) It would cre- 
ate a new and temporary agency 
to study and report upon the rela- 
tive economy and fitness of rail, 
water and motor carriers for trans- 
portation service. with a view to 
promoting their co-ordinated use 
and avoiding wasteful and destruc- 
tive competition and upon the ex- 
tent to which each of the three 
types of carriers are in effect sub- 
sidized by the Government. 
Badly Regulated Competition. 
„These are steps which we fa- 
vor. Yet they reflect the dominant 
idea of the railroad committee that 
the prime trouble with tke rail- 
roads, apart from general business 
conditions, lies in the fact that they 
are meeting with subsidized and in- 
adequaely regulated competition. 
“We venture the guess that even 
if this dominant thought is pur- 
sued in legislation and its subse, 
quent administration to the full ex- 
tent which the facts justify, the 
railroads will continue to be faced 
with steadily increasing participa- 
tion by other types of carriers in 
the transportation of this coun- 
try.” . 
The railroad committee, com- 
posed of three railroad executives 
and three railway labor leaders, 
was appointed by President Roose- 
velt to advise him on the railroad 
problem. 
Internal Defenses Cited. 
The commission said that at- 
tacks upon such weak points as 
may exist in the armor of their 
competitors ought not divert the 
railroads from the strengthening 
of their own internal defenses.” 
Asserting that “great wastes” in 
railroad operation “grow out of 
the fact that there are such a 
throng of separate and indepen- 
dent .companies. which duplicate 
and multiply services beyond any 
public need, and indeed to public 
disadvantage,” the commission 
23 this from its last year's re- 
rt: 5 
“Consolidation, co-ordination, and 
the better adjustment of competi- 
tive conditions will reduce trans- 
portation costs, but they can also 
open the door to better service and 
lower prices which will create new 
business and employment.” 
Warning on War Prosperity. 
After noting that earnings of 
the carriers had increased substan- 
tially in recent months with the 
tendency of traffic upward, as gen- 
eral business conditions became bet- 
ter, “even before the outbreak of 
the European war, and the latter 
unfortunate event has confirmed 
and strengthened this tendency,” 
the commission observed: 
“It is delusive, however, to sup- 
pose that this fact will in itself 
‘solve the transportation prdblem’ 
or render constructive attempts to 
deal with it unnecessary. We know 
from past experience that the up- 
swing in business which war brings 
is temporary and likely to be fol- 
lowed by an aftermath in which 
conditions may be worse than be- 
fore.” 
The commission indicated that it 
did not regard Government opera- 
tion of the railroads, in the event 
this country should be drawn into 
war, as inevitable.

Roosevelt Expected to Make Non- 
Partisan Address. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Although President Roosevelt’s ad- 
dress at the $100-a-plate Jackson 
day dinner here tonight is expected 
to be non-partisan, Democratic 
gatherings in other cities may hear 
political oratory keynoting the 
party’s 1940 campaign.

Expected to Avoid Politics. 


A few party leaders had felt that 
Mr. Roosevelt might follow custom 
at these rallies in honor of Andrew 
Jackson and make a political talk, 
especially as this is an election 
year. Lending strength to this be- 
lief was the fact that Republican 
leaders had spurned invitations to 
the affair, though assured politics 
was not on the agenda.

Tt was the old court, the “nine 
eld men” of the cynical and shame-

ington State minimum-wage law 
for women. If there remained any 
doubt as to how the wind was 
blowing, it was resolved a couple 
of weeks later when the same per- 
sonnel, by the same majority, up- 
held the Wagner Labor Relations 
Act. 

A definite period in the history 
of judicial decisions came to an end 
Wn March-April, 1937, and a new 
The court in the 
natural course of events had 
caught up with the advanced think- 
ing of the great dissenters, Holmes 
and Brandeis. It was not until 
August, 1937, that the first of the 
Roosevelt appointees, Justice Black, 
joined the court. 


It may be argued that Mr. Roose- 
velt's attacks on the court accel- 
erated the change. Perhaps they 
did, though no one can ever 
this with certainty. But in any 
case the change would have come. 
The social thinking of the country, 
as expressed in every election, be- 
ginning with 1930, had got far 
ahead of the conservatism of the 
court. Legal thinking, if it was 
not to become discredited, had like- 
nse to go forward. 


There is bound always to be a 


lag of legal thinking behind so- 
cial It is well that there should 
be, lest social change run amok. 
The function of the courts is to put 
up danger signals, as the Supreme 
Court wisely did when it voted, 9 
to 0, to kill the NRA. But the lag 
can be allowed to become great 
only at the risk of imperiling the 
whole democratic process.

Al- 
ready, by his first four appoint- 
ments of New Dealers, Mr. Roose- 
velt had put an imprint on the 
court that will last far beyond his 
term of office. He would have 
done no hurt to the progressive 
cause, and he might have added 
usefully to the technical skill of 
the court, by naming an experi- 
enced Judge without regard to the 
latter’s political or economic 
views. 

Technical skill—legal craftsman- 
ship—on the court is important. A 
friend once sympathized with the 
late Justice Cardozo because of the 
terrific work, as it appears to the 
layman, that must be involved in 
the making of great decisions. Jus- 
tice Cardozo dissented. The great 
decisions, he said, were easy, for 
the answers flowed as a rule from 
convictions clearly held. What was 
far more likely to cause him sleep- 
less nights was some obscure point 
of law, the decision upon which 
would mean nothing to the layman 
but might have far-reaching effects 
on the intricate legal system. 
There are few great issues to be 
decided, but many such points that 

in the routine cases .compris- 
ing the great bulk of the court’s 
work.

A criticism, then, may be en- 
tered in the matter of Mr. Mur- 
phy’s appointment, for the score 
of legal knowledge there are oth- 
ers better qualified. It is not an 
appointment, however, that need 
provoke any misgivings. Within 
the limits that the President fixed 
for himself in making it, it is a 
first-rate appointment. Mr. Mur- 
phy is an able and exceptionally 
high-minded mat. His devotion to 
the public welfare is beyond ques- 
tion. Some of the first principles 
of the democratic faith are bril- 
liantly set out in a speech he made 
here yesterday on “The Challenge 
of Intolerance.”

A CALL FOR BARE FISTS. 

Now, ‘wasn't that a fine performance at Spring- 
field, Mo., Saturday night when the whelps of Boss 
Pendergast, Harry Truman and Bennett Clark hissed 
and booed the speaker who rose to deliver the greet- 
ings of Gov.

While processing taxes would 
divert money from one set of consumers, it would be 
returned immediately to the consuming stream by 
being paid to farmers, whose relative impotency as 
consumers has been one of the causes of the nation’s 
troubles. . : 

If the taxes can be obtained elsewhere, well and 
good. Three or four hundred million dollars, accord- 
ing to tax experts of the Brookings Institution and 
other neutral research organizations, could be ob- 


tained by increasing income taxes in the brackets; 
‘from $5000 to $50,000. Such a step would tend to 


equalize the tax burden on this class of incomes with 
the burden placed on low incomes by our hidden sales 
taxes, but it is a step Congress is loath to take. 
The reaction in times past has been to suggest an 
increase in the rate of taxation of very big incomes, 


but this is no way out at present. The combined 


Federal income and surtax rate on large incomes 
now reaches to 79 per cent, and most tax economists 
are agreed that this discourages the flow of capital 
into new enterprises. , 

‘For this reason, Senator Harrison proposes that 
the net rate be reduced to about 60 per cent, and 
assert his belief that the tax yield would in the long 
run be increased if the reductions were made. Profits 
are the gasoline ‘which turns the motors in our eco- 
nomic machine. If the prospect of profits disap- 
pears, because of unwise taxes or for other reasons, 
the machine stalls, taxable income dwindles-and big- 
ger deficits than ever are required to care for the 
unemployed, ) 

So if processing taxes do represent the transfer 
of consuming power from one class to another, Sec- 
tary Wallace may still be right in defending them. 
We have reached the point where we may welcome 
the levying of almost any taxes which keep down 
the annual deficits and make voters conscious of the 
fact that the vast expenditures in which we are now 
indulging must ultimately be paid. 
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HIBBERT’S CUE TO DR. GERLING. } 

After stubbornly refusing for some months to per- 
mit any attempt by auditors to trace the two mys- 
terious checks that passed through his hands, Rus- 
sell W. Hibbert has now reversed his position and 
agreed to an examination into the two items. This 
change of front by the school official is attributable 
to the unfavorable impression created by his refusal 
to co-operate at the public hearing last Tuesday 
night, and to the “surprise and irritation” (to quote 
our news story) expressed by board members over 
his stand. 

There is another mystery for auditors to investi- 
gate in the school system’s involved maze, and an 
inquiry into this is blocked by the stubborn stand 
of Superintendent Gerling himself. We refer, of 
course, to the mystery of what securities were bought 
by Dr. Gerling, its custodian, for the Pupils’ Relief 
Fund, about which so many questions are being asked 
by the public and school employes alike. Dr. Gerling’s 
persistent refusal to permit an examination has 
no more helped his position than did Hibbert help 
himself by his former attitude. When will the 
Superintendent decide to satisfy the public's curi- 
osity over those securities? And when, incidentally, 
will board members begin to show some “surprise and 
irritation” over Dr. Gerling’s obtuse stand? 
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It’s in order for the makers of smoked glass to 
boycott St. Louis, now that the pall has proved 
so thick that sunspots can be viewed with the 
naked eye. 
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JIMMY CROMWELL EMBARKS ON A CAREER. 

Truly this is an age of marvels and wonders. 
Again the Republicans are beginning to outpromise 
the Democrats, while, at the same time, they are 
preparing to balance the budget. Farmers are still 
being paid for the crops they do not raise. And, 
almost any day now, we may expect to receive hand- 
some cash dividends for borrowing money. 

James H. R. Cromwell, husband of our richest 
heiress, has been named Minister to Canada, and, 
so we hear, this is a-mere preliminary to his elec- 
tion to the United States Senate from New Jersey 
with the blessing of that great apostle of democracy, 
Mayor Frank Hague. Once in Washington, the 
persuasive Cromwell—he was formerly an advertising 
man—will lose no time, we are sure, in writing into 
the law of the land his scheme for having the Gov- 
ernment pay interest to people for borrowing money 
from it, instead of collecting its 4% or 5 per cent.

HERE has grown up in Sweden a sys- 
T tem of adult education supplementary to 
the regular school] and college courses— 

a form of education especially designed for 
the average citizen to enable him to use his 
political rights more intelligently. This sys- 
tem is supported chiefly by several popular 
movements, which are political only in so 
far as they judge political action useful for 
their own ends. 

The right to vote was one of the weapons 
available, or rather one of the tools or instru- 
ments at hand, and to make proper use of it, 
as well as many others, the supporters of 
the movement needed more education. There 
was also need for specially educated leaders. 

Tha folk high schools were first adopted 
in Sweden by certain farm leaders in the 
late 1860s to train young men for political 
careers. A change in the representative sys- 
tem in 1865 had suddenly given the farmers 
increased political power, and, typically 
enough, they had decided to train their own 
sons to represent them in the Parliament; or 

, instead of electing professional 
politicians or lawyers. 

Most of the schools are still owned by the 
provincial Legislatures, especially those de- 
voted to training farm youth, but others 
have been set up by the co-operative move- 
ment, the labor unions, certain religious 
bodies, etc. Altogether, there are over 50 
in a nation of only a little over 6,090,000 in- 
habitants. For the United States, a corre- 
sponding number would be over 1000. The fees 
are moderate, since much of the cost is 
borne either by public bodies or by special 


organizations. 


Another economic group arose in politics, 
the organized industrial workers, They, too, 
soon realized that they needed political rep- 
resentation and power to attain their ends. 
Then they set to work, not exactly to play 
politics, but to work at it for a definite pur- 


pose

speak and write good Swedish, who could 
understand not only the municipal and cen- 
tral governmental system, but also how to 
organize political clubs or associations, run 
public meetings, hold debates, argue against 
opposition speakers and, finally, how to 
formulate laws and hold public office.

If one bears those words in 
mind through thick and thin, much 
that is obscure in the daily war 
news will fall into its proper place 
and one’s perspective on the course 
of the conflict will be correctly ad- 
justed. With the oceans of the 
world in her service, Britain will 
remain invincible; with the mas- 
tery of vital sea.routes wrested 
from her grasp, she will be driven, 
by impotence and hunger, to sur- 
render, 


Germany to Strike in Spring. 


The Germans, according to Brit- 
ain’s Ambassador in this country, 
will resort, in the spring, to a repe- 
tition of the tactics which almost 
brought them victory 22 years ago. 
And they will apply these tactics 
with savage fury and deadly driv- 
ing force. 

On the sea, beginning in Janu- 
ary, 1918, Ludendorff launched the 
campaign of ruthless -submarine 
warfare which he thought would 
bring Britaiin to her knees before 
the Americans could get to Europe. 
In thrilling words, Lord Lothian, 
outlined to his audience the black- 
ness and terror of those days. 

“Not soon shall I forget,” he said, 
“the anxiety of the following 
months when 800,000 tons of ship- 
ping were being sunk a month. If 
Germany had been able to continue 
sinking at this rate for a year the 
Allies would have lost the war.” 
But Britain introduced the con- 
voy system, overcame, with Amer- 
ican aid, the U-boats, vanquished 
Ludendorff—though “only just.” 


Final Failure on Land. 


Undaunted, Ludendorff struck 
again. This time the blow fell on 
land. The German commander 
launched the ferocious offensive of 
March, 1918, hoping to drive the 
British into the sea and crush 
French resistance before American 
aid could become decisive. It was, 
to the ruthless Prussian militarist, 
world power or downfall for Ger- 
many. Again he failed—but again 
“only just.” And with that failure 
Germany’s chance of world power 
perished and downfall soon over- 
took her. 
Today the same sort of crisis 
confronts Britain, declared Lord 
Lothian. “Germany will attempt 
early this spring to gain a decision 
against England and France by a 
terrific attack on land, air and 
sea, in which she will use. every 
weapon in her armory.” If she suc- 
ceeds she may wiin the supreme 
prize, world empire. 

“We are in no way dismayed by 
the prospect,” added the British 
Ambassador. “We: believe that we 
shall successfully repel the attack 

.. but we have no illusions as 
to the terrible nature of the clash, 
if and when it comes, or of the 
prodigious consequence for man- 
kind which hang upon the result.” 

Thus Lord Lothian, to his Chi- 
cago audience of 1940, Lord Nelson 
undoubtedly thought like that in

GIRL, 14, TO DEATH, ON TRIAL 


Pennsylvania Prosecutor Seeks Sec- 
ond Degree Murder Conviction 
for Suspended Corporal. 

MAUCH CHUNK, Pa., Jan. 8 
(AP).—The Commonwealth an- 
nounced today it would demand a 
second degree murder conviction 
for Benjamin Franklin, suspended 
State police corporal on trial 
charged with killing 14-year-old 
Joan Stevens. 

Franklin, 33 years old, is accused 
of firing eight bullets into the body 
of the girl the night of last June 
5 in nearby Nesquehoning. 

Franklin told a Coroner’s jury 
he and another officer were ques- 
tioning the girl about a bank rob- 
bery plot which she said she knew 
about. He fired in self defense, he 
said, because the girl pulled a pistol 
and shouted she’d “blow your brains 
out.” The girl’s pistol proved to be 
a toy. 


GERMAN UNIVERSITIES REOPEN 


BERLIN, Jan. 8 (AP).—Ger- 
many’s academic life returned to a 
status approximating peace time 
conditions today when most of the 
universities that closed at the start 
of the war reopened. 

A few, including those in Ber- 
lin, Munich and Vienna, resumed 
activities last Sept. 11. By Oct. 2 
26 of Germany's higher schools of 
learning were functioning. Those 
that delayed their opening because 
of the war will speed up their 
work, cutting vacations to a mini- 
mum, to make up for lost time. 
Instead of two half-year terms, sep- 
arated by long holidays, German 
students will attend three terms 
this year. 


WEEDS TAKING MORE LAND 


Increase From 2,000,000 Acres to 
10,000,000 in 20 Years. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
The Agriculture Department re- 
ported today that the acreage of 
farm land occupied by serious noxi- 
ous weeds had increased from 2,- 
000,000 to 10,000,000 acres during 
the last 20 years, depriving farmers 
of an anual income of “many mil- 
lion dollars.” 

Weeds which have shown the 
greatest increase are binweed or 
wild morning-glory, Canadian this- 
tle, and whitetop or perennial pep- 
percress.

The money in his pocket was his 
own, some of which he had earned 
in prison. ,He was not allowed the 
customary $10 provided by the 
State because his parole terms call 
for him to leave California. 

The parole, granted last week 
against the wishes of Gov. Olson, 
specified that Beesemyer must have 
employment awaiting him, 

Last August when the Parole 
Board first granted him release, it 
was on the understanding that em- 
ployment awaited him in the I- 
nois city. 

So much criticism arose over 
plans to release Beesemyer last 
summer that Gov. Olson intervened 
and demanded public hearings on a 
new parole application, which the 
board granted. 

The hearings ended last week 
with the board again granting free- 
dom to Beesemyer, whose only 
comment was a note penned to 
newspaper men saying, “I am very 
glad to hear the good news.” 

Prosecutors at Beesemyer’s trial 
early in 1931 accused him of em- 
bezzling $8,000,000 from the finance 
concern, and of leaving a trail of 
want and suicide among the thou- 
sands of investors caught in the 
firm's collapse. 

In Christmas week, 1939, Beese- 
myer had gathered with his asso- 
ciates and informed them their con- 
cern had been wrecked by him to 
pour money into a private oil com- 


pany. 
“I am a dirty crook,” he said. 


‘HATE MONGERING’ MENACES 
U. S. PEACE, SAYS MURPHY 


Attorney-General Calls on Wisdom 
of People to Aid Fight on 
“Destroyers of Peace.” 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP). — 
Attorney-General Murphy said to- 
day that the same forces which 


“destroyed the peace of Europe“ 
were at work in this country. 
Addressing the National Confer- 
ence for Palestine, Murphy declared 
that the Government would fight 
“this professional hate-mongering” 
with legal methods, but that “in 
the main, American democracy 
must look for its defense to the 
wisdom of the people and their de- 
termination not to be led on the 
paths that have taken other peo- 
ple to Communism and Fascism.” 
“The purveyors of hatred, the 
provokers of division and strife, 
the swaggering apostles of force 
and violence,” he said, “are me- 
thodically and with premedita- 
tion. laboring to bring to the Unit- 
ed States the same conditions of 
group hatred and civil war that 
have destroyed the peace of Eu- 
rope.”

HAT is your opinion of the 

medicinal baths which are 30 

widely used in Eurdépe? Can 
these be imitated in an average 
American home? 

The most famous of the European 
baths were the Nauheim baths and 
the Woodhall! baths in England. The 
„Sprudel“ w&ter of Nauheim was 
a naturally warm, salty solution, 
which was carbonated. The tem- 
perature was about 90 degrees. It 
was used for functional heart trou- 
bles and mild heart failure. It also 
Was accompanied by graduated ex- 
ercises given by the brothers Schott. 
The theory was that the impinge- 
ment of the carbonated particles on 
the skin stimulated the circulation 
and toned the heart and blood ves- 
sels, 

Artifical Nauheim baths can be 
prepared in any bathroom in the 
United States and the ingredients 
are sold in package form. The baths 
can be imitated with the use of 22 
ounces of sodium acid sulfate and 


2 ounces of sodium bicarbonate 


added to 40 gallons of warm water 
at a temperature of 93 degrees Far- 
enheit. A rubber bath mat should 
be used in order to prevent erosion 
of the enamel. 

The Woodhall bath in Lincoln- 
shire, England, can be copied dy 
using very small amounts of potas- 
sium idodide and potassium bromide 
in water at average temperature. 

It is doubtful whether any ab- 
sorption of these materials occurs 
through the skin while an indi- 
vidual is in the bath.

NIZED AS INFALLIBLE? 

To me the name “lie detector” is 
a purely imaginative and fictional 
term. I do not believe that any court 
has yet judged a criminal case sole- 
ly on the evidence of a lie detector. 
In my opinion, courts are certainly 
not justified in accépting such evi-

Translation of emotional reac- 
tions into physiological terms is by 
no means standardized. A number 
of polygraphs and psychographs 
and photopolygraphs are on the 
market but no agreement exists as 
to their reliability.

Simple Dishes 
Taste Better 
By Edith AA. Barber 


ACON is a life-saver for the 

business woman housekeeper. 

The tang of this savory meat 
makes all sorts of simple dishes 
better. For instance, there are 
corn pudding, creamed left-over 
vegetables, rice with 
sauce, macaroni with a sprinkle of 
cheese, canned baked beans, and 
eggs in any form. 

Bacon may be cooked on top of 
the casserole dish in the oven, or 
it may be done by itself in the 
oven, under the broiling flame or in 
a frying pan. 

There are two favored methods 
for cooking it in the latter fashion. 
In any case, use a low flame. By 
one method the fat as it is cooked 
out is poured off and of course 
saved for frying potatoes or eggs, 
or for use as shortening in corn 
bread or griddle cakes, The other 
method is to put the bacon into 
a large heavy frying pan and then 
to cover it and to allow it to 
cook slowly so that eventually you 
have enough fat to almost cover it. 
Then the fire may be turned up 
and the bacon will become crisp 
and brown and will not Shrink 
quite as much as by the other meth- 
od. No matter what. method you 
use, when the strips are done 
to the turn you prefer, place 
them on soft paper to drain. 


SAVORY MACARONI. 


Three-fourths package macaroni, 

Three quarts water. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth pound cheese, 

Two cups canned tomatoes. 

Salt, pepper and 

Six slices of bacon. 

Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
water until tender. Drain, blanch 
in cold water and arrange in 
greased baking dish in alternate 
layers with cheese. Season toma- 
toes to taste with salt and pepper 
and pour over macaroni. Arrange 
bacon on top. Bake in a moderate 
oven, 375 degrees Fahrenheit, about 
15 minutes, until cheese is melted 
and bacon is crisp. 


QUICK MEAL, 


Chicken and noodle soup, corn 
pudding with bacon, buttered cab- 
bage, raw carrot salad, grapes, 
cookies, coffee. 


METHOD OF PREPARATION. 


Light oven. Make corn pudding 
and bake. Prepare salad. Cook 
bacon in oven, Boil water for cab- 
bage. Cut cabbage and cook, Open 
can of soup and heat. Wash grapes. 
Make coffee. 


CORN PUDDING. 


Three tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon sugar, one and one- 
fourth cups milk, two cups corn 
(cream style) and two eggs, well 
beaten. 


Melt butter in small saucepan, 
stir in flour and sugar, add milk 
slowly, stirring constantly over low 
heat until mixture thickens and 
boils. Stir in corn and fold in well 
beaten eggs. Pour into greased 
one-quart casserole and set in pan 
of hot water. Bake 15 minutes in 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.), 
lower temperature to 350 degrees F. 
and continue baking for about 30 
minutes, until set.

East, in response to his partner’s 
double of hearts, opened the top 
card in that suit. The declarer 
faced a forbidding prospect when 
he saw the dummy. At least one 
trump trick must be lost except 
against the slim possibility of the 
queen-jack being blank in either 
hand. The heart finesse, if suc- 
cessful, would take care of the los- 
ing heart but, in view of West's 
double of three hearts, and East’s 
opening lead, that chance appeared 
even more remote than the trump 
“miracle.” There was only one 
other possibility: that declarer 
could discard South’s losing hearts 
on his long club suit and then ruff 
his remaining heart in the dummy, 
This plan developed on one hope: 
that the player who must trump the 
fourth club lead would be robbed of 
his trump trick in so doing. 

The selection of this line of play 
was well taken. The ace of hearts 
won the first trick, and four rounds 
of clubs were played, on the last 
three of which dummy’s three los- 
ing hearts were discarded. East 
ruffed the fourth club but was help- 
less to prevent a heart ruff, since 
he could remove only one of dum- 
my’s trumps. And after that all im- 
portant ruff declarer drew the ene- 
mies’ trumps without the loss of 
another trick, for the success of 
his slam contract.
